tually. admitted liability. Yet not 
one of the sufferers thereby has 
been compensated. There must be 
literally thousands of valid Amer­ 
ican claims growing out of dam­ 
ages wrought by German subma­ 
rines and in other ways, but the 
State Department is powerless to 
offer redress to our citizens.

ests. Under the prevailing system 
of private ownership, coal is min­ 
ed primarily for the purpose of 
creating profits for the coal owners. 
“The production of coal under 
this system is characterised by an 
appalling economic waste. The in­ 
comparable natural 
resources 
of 
America, particularly those of tim­ 
ber and coal, are being despoiled 
under a system of production which 
waste from 33 to 50 per cent of 
these resources in order that the 
maximum amount of dividends may 
accrue to those capitalists who have 
secured ownership of these com­ 
modities. 
“We hold,*’ the miners chief con­ 
tinued, “that the real supply of the 
nation should be owned by the com­ 
monwealth and operated in the in­ 
terest of and for the use and com­ 
fort of all the people of this com­ 
mon wealth.

PPO Pullets at Work. 
During the last year, 900 pullets 
from all parts of the east have been 
devoting their energies solely to egg 
laying, and have established envi­ 
able records for themselves. The 
contestants entered by. poultry rais­ 
ers for the experiment-contest, laid 
139,477 eggs in the year, or an 
average of 152*11 per pullet. 
A single, comb White Leghorn 
owned by p. J. Loveland* of New 
York carried off first prize with 
263 eggs. Mr. Loveland’s white Leg. 
horn pen also carried oft the pen 
prize with a total of 3.739 eggs. 
There were 107 pallets out of the 


900 entered, that produced 200 or 
more eggs. 
The second, or breeding phase of 
the contest, which starts with to­ 
day’s matings, will continue through 
March, April and May, each bride 
being allotted a setting of IO eggs. 
The hens will not toe permitted to 
hatch their own families, however, 
this detail toeing attended to in 
Incubators. 
Next -fall, 20 pullets ■ from each 
pen—one from each hen's brood as 
far as possible—will be selected and 
plaoed in the pens their parents oc­ 
cupied. 
1*6818 as to their skill as layers 
and parents, conducted during the 
following season, will conclude the 
contest. 
The objects of the .contest, which 
is supported by a. 915,000 appro, 
priatlon of the legislature and by 
fees from entrants, are: 
To encourage selection of stock 
and a closer study of the physical 
characteristics which determine a 
bird’s producing and breeding abil­ 
ity, 
To furnish each poultry raiser 
with an accurate record of eggs 
produced and the breeding ability 
of each hen entered. 
To return to the farm at the 
end of each year some registered 
birds with their records of perform­ 
ance which may toe used in estab­ 
lishing a definite and successful 
method of breeding. 
And to demonstrate to poultry 
raisers the methods and practices 
in .breeding and management that 
will lead to higher production and 
greater profits.

ANN ARBOR, Mfcta., Feb. 17,— 
For more than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury, the University of Michigan has 
been loaning money Cd needy stu­ 
dents, and over that span of years 
has never lost a cent through wil. 
ful failure of the borrower to repay. 
Several funds now are available 
under the .plan that ICB inception 
with the class of 1694, Which es­ 
tablished a fund from which the In­ 
come was ”to toe used as a loan 
fund for the benefit of needy and 
worthy undergraduates in the liter­ 
ary department.*’ Afterwards, sur­ 
pluses from various class treasures 
were diverted tp the fund, and. al­ 
though in general, the loaning priv­ 
ilege was limited to students of the 
literary college, a good portion of 
the money has been made available 
to students In othef branches of the 
University. 
, The money Is disbursed by R. 
A. Campbell, treasurer of the uni­ 
versity, and the collective fund now 
approximates $2,000. All loans are 
subject to approval toy the dean of 
the college in which the student 
is enrolled, and by the president of 
the university. 


• The recommendations of the deans 
It is explained, are based principally 
upon scholarship, and the degree of 
need. As a general rule, it is stated, 
students obtaining loans are earning 
the greater part of their expenses 
by outside work. College authori­ 
ties have noticed that loans are 
sought in practically .the same pro­ 
portion by men and women. 
The maximum loan which a stu­ 
dent may make at one time is $100 
and in general, payment is expected 
to be made within a year after grad­ 
uation, with interest at five percent. 
In cases where such action is deem­ 
ed advisable however, the interest is 
waived.

The In- 
comparable natural 
resource^ 
of 


America, particularly those of tim- 
ber and coal, are -being despoiled 
under a system of production which 
waste from 33 to 50 per cent of 
these resources in order that the 
maximum amount of dividends may 
'accruq to those capitalists who have 
secured ownership of these com- 
. modules. 
"We hold," the miners chief con- 


tinued, "that the real supply of the 
nation should foe owned by the com- 
monwealth and operated in the in- 
terejst of and -for the use and com- 
fort of all the people of this com- 
mon wealth. Countless generations 
of men and women will doubtless 
follow us and the American peo- 
ple of this generation owe a solemn 
duty to them in protecting with 
jejalous care and conserving with 
wide administration
